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Dance Performance Begins Weekend of Activities 
Complementing Into the Light Exhibition at CMA 

CLEVELAND— The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) hosts an array of activities to complement 
the exhibition Into the Light: The Projected Image in American Art, 1964-1977 (on view June 30- 
Sept. 8, 2002). Participants include many of the artists featured in the exhibition. All events are free. 

Exhibition "dialogues" about Into the Light take place Wednesdays, July 1 0 and Aug. 7 and 
21. After exploring the exhibition on their own, visitors will meet at 7 p.m. in the North Lobby and 
join in discussion moderated by CMA staff. 

Launching a weekend of activities at 6:30 p.m. on Friday, Aug. 23, CMA presents Simone 
Forti in Performance. Ms. Forti will perform two vintage dance pieces from the 1960s, Huddle and 
Scramble, with workshop students, as well as two recent solos. Forti began dancing in 1955, and, in 
the 1960s, she made performance pieces she called "dance-constructions." Highly influential with 
postmodernist choreographers, Forti has, since the 1970s, evolved a dance vocabulary based on her 
observations of animal movements, which she calls "natural" movement. She has performed and 
taught throughout the U.S., Canada, and Europe as well as in Japan, Korea, Australia, and 
Venezuela. Her holographic work Striding Crawling (1977) is included in the exhibition. Call the 
ticket center at (216) 421-7350 or 1-888-CMA-0033 for free tickets. 

Later that same evening, to mark the beginning of the school year and the close of Into the 
Light, a rare late-night "Into the Light After Dark" party takes place from 10 p.m. to midnight, 
when the exhibition and museum courtyard will be open after hours. Entertainment includes 
outdoor screenings of such classic avant-garde silents as Fernand Leger's Ballet Mechanique and The 
Andulasian Dog by Luis Buiiuel and Salvador Dali. Live rock, jazz, experimental music, and 
refreshments will complete the evening. 
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On Saturday, Aug. 24, from 1 to 4:30 pm, CMA presents an Into the Light Symposium 
moderated by Anne Rorimer, independent scholar and art historian and author of New Art in the 
60s and 70s: Redefining Reality, with discussant Chrissie lies, curator of film and video at the 
Whitney Museum of Art, New York, and curator of this exhibition. This event will examine the 
convergences in film, performance, and video that shaped art in the 1960s and 1970s as well as the 
continuing impact of Into the Light artists on the contemporary art scene. The following artists will 
participate: Simone Forti, influential dancer and teacher; Dan Graham, architectural and installation 
art innovator; Dennis Oppenheim, conceptual and performance art pioneer; and Anthony McCall, 
filmmaker, graphic artist, and Web designer. Tickets are free, but are required. Call the ticket center
